P. A. Tuition 
Increased 


An increase of $300 in tuition 
rates at Phillips Academy, the 
third in five years, was approved 
by the board of trustees at its 
recent fall meeting. es 

Effective with the 1970-1971 
school year the tuition rates will 
be $2,700 for boarding students and 
$1,900 for day students. 

Headmaster John M, Kemper ex- 
plained that the increase was due 
to increased costs of running the 
school, particularly in the area of 
salaries and wages. 

The present cost of $2,400 per 
boarding student was the lowest 
of an New England preparatory 
school, Headmaster Kemper 
pointed out. 

Tuition charges have nearly 
doubled at the school over the past 
12 years. 

There has been a $900 increase 
in tuition over the past four years. 

Headmaster Kemper estimated 
that the total cost for financing 
the education of a PA student was 
$5,000. 

Other increases, approved by 
the trustees were $25 for the 
Andover Summer session to $800 
and $100 for the Schoolboys Abroad 
program to $3,500. 

Scholarship money will be in- 
creased in the next school year by 
between $50,000 and $60,000, the 
trustees announced.

addressed veterans and friends 
during the annual Veteran Day 
exercises at Spring Grove ceme- 
tery Tuesday morning.

Major Land _ asked for a 
rededication to the ideals for which 
tribute was being paid on Veterans 
Day to the veterans of all wars.

We can, we must, rededicate our- 
selves to our nation and to the 
ideals for which the veterans 
risked their lives, the nation and

Burlington Ends Title Hopes 


Andover High lost whatever 
chance it had at the Merrimack 
Valley Football Conference title 
last Saturday when it dropped a 
22-0 decision to a rugged Burling-

The setback was the second in 
succession for the Golden War- 
riors. Their Conference record 
dipped to 3-3 and the overall mark 
dopped to 3-4. Coach Ted Rose’s 
Red Devils are now 5-2, both 
overall and in league action. 

Andover hurt itself with its 
failure to capitalize on several 
good scoring opportunities. The 
club fumbled the ball away three 
times in the first period, once when 
it was knocking on the door at 
the Burlington one yard line, and 
another time at the visitors’ 14 
yard stripe. 

The ball traded hands six times 
in an error-filled opening quarter. 
After receiving the opening kickoff, 
Burlington halfback and Co-Capt. 
Richie Mitchell fumbled on the 
second play from scrimmage. 
Steve Luken covered the leather 
for Andover at the Burlington 43 


yard line. 


Co-Capt. Don Pattullo, back at 
the regular quarterback spot after 
missing the Billerica game with 
an injury, immediately fired a 19- 
yard pass completion to Pete Ellis 
at the Red Devils’ 24. Tyler 
McEvoy busted to the 18 yard line, 
but then Dave Hixon fumbled on 
the following play and Co-Capt.

fter McEvoy was dumped for 
a two yard loss, and Pattullo was 
set back 10 yards by Pace and 
Tom Yakavonis, the ball was back 
at the Burlington 34 yard line. 
But Pattullo fired an 18-yard 
screen pass to Hixon and a nine 
yard bullet to 6’7’? end Shawn 
Mason to move the leather to the 
Red Devils’ seven.

Sary in order to meet the challenges of an ever-changing, 
complex society. 

The modern educator does not stop his education upon 
receipt of his degree. He continues his studies in order 
to improve his talents and pass them on to the students. 

Very few people in Andover give credit to the efforts of 
the teacher, feeling that they work but a few hours a day. 

They fail to realize the efforts put in after school hours, 
the continuing studies in order to be abreast of all modern 
methods, 

From all these reasons, we take co gnizance of the 
modern educators and modern methods of providing for the 
needs of our youth during National Education Week.

As for reconstruction and im- 
provement of the Abbot bridge, 
this will continue to be studied by 
the state Department of Public 
Works and Essex County en- 
gineers. 

The bridge construction and 
traffic patterns could prove costly 
to the town. Estimated cost of 
widening the railroad underpassis 
set at $250,000, without any widen- 
ing of the bridge crossing the 
Shawsheen river whichapproaches 
the Abbot bridge. 

The particular problem, along 
with other Ballardvale traffic pro- 
blems will be turned over to the 
special task force on traffic study, 
with the selectmen asking that 
group to determine the best way of 
getting traffic into the center of 
town safely after leaving Route 
93 and coming up from the rapidly 
developing andcontinuing growth of 
the Ballardvale area. 

Central Street 

Also discussed Monday night was 
the limiting of traffic loads and 
setting of speed limits on Central 
street, 

Complaints of heavy trucking 
have been received periodically 
by the selectmen. 

Town Manager J. Maynard 
Austin told the board that he felt 
the matter needed more study, 
with the police chief and other 
officials examining the problem 
here, and similar problems in 
other areas of town.
